Message from the Head of School

ho among us hasn’t asked the 
question, “Am I living my life in a 
meaningful way?” We all want to 
feel confident that we will leave a 
lasting mark on the life of another or contribute 
thoughtfully to the greater good of society Since the 
tragedies of September 11, our collective focus on 
making the world a better place has been heightened. 

I recently had the pleasure of meeting someone 
who is, in an active, tangible way, leaving her 
indelible impression on the world through the lives 
of young people. Kristin Kearns Jordan visited 
North Shore Country Day on January 24th as the 
School’s annual Harold H. Hines, Jr. Visiting Fellow. 
In the past, North Shore has hosted such notable 
figures as Jane Goodall; founder of Habitat for 
Humanity, Millard Fuller; and author and Harvard 
University Professor Sara Lawrence-Lightfoot. Kristin 
Kearns Jordan differs from previous visiting fellows 

because her 
face and name 
don’t receive the 
same instant 
recognition. In 
fact, when she 
appeared at my 
office, I thought 
she must be a 
young mother 
looking for our 
Admissions 
Office. The 
impact of her 
life’s work, 
however, is 
profound. 

Ms. Jordan is a graduate of Brown University ’91 
and Phillips Exeter Academy ’87, one of the most 
competitive college preparatory schools in the 
country. While at Brown, she conceived of the idea 
of starting a school. After working for a non-profit 
organization devoted to providing scholarships for 
inner-city students to attend private schools, she 
decided to pursue her dream. In 1999, Ms. Jordan 
applied to the State of New York to found a charter 
school in New York City’s South Bronx, one of the 
lowest-performing public school districts - and 
the lowest per-capita income congressional district 
- in the nation. New York approved her charter. 

In the fall of 2000, Ms. Jordan’s dream became a 
reality when Bronx Preparatory Charter School 
opened with 100 students in grades five and six.

By 2003, the school will 
have an enrollment of 
800 students in grades 5 
through 12. The school’s 
Mission Statement is lofty. 

Its promise, however, is 
simple: to prepare low- 
income children for the 
nation’s top universities. 

As Ms. Jordan addressed 
the crowd of North Shore Head of School 

students, parents, faculty 

and friends that evening, I was struck by her poise 
and her passion, her commitment and her character. 
Her message was clear. Set high goals and work 
tirelessly toward them. She told students, “What 
you are asked to do here is tough. It should be 
hard. The rest of life is this hard - if you want to 
make a difference. Being tired at the end of the day 
is a good thing.” She added, “If you compromise 
your goals, your result will be mediocrity.” In the 
context of her personal story about the realization 
of her dream, her message was pure inspiration. 

As an educator, I believe it is a school’s job to 
work in concert with parents to help ensure that 
our young people receive the skills and belief in 
themselves that prepare them to pursue their 
dreams. North Shore’s daily agenda includes 
pursuing academic excellence; providing broad 
extracurricular opportunities for personal growth; 
and instilling a strong sense of community, where 
students are known and valued as individuals. 
Beyond that, our mission statement says, in part, 
“We expect students to ask probing questions, 
analyze complex ideas creatively and ethically, and 
rise to the challenges of leadership and service.” 
Kristin Kearns Jordan served as an extraordinary 
role model for the students she addressed, because 
she exemplified these very ideals in realizing her 
own dream - a dream that goes beyond herself 
and directly enhances the lives of others. 

It was particularly gratifying for me to see that 
Ms. Jordan’s dedication to Bronx Prep came out 
of a desire to educate others in the way that she 
had been educated. She believes that she is the

Linda Breuer ’69 Shares Her life’s Work with Students 


Linda Breuer ’69 shares the magnificence of an owl she helped to rehabilitate. 


She admits that it can be difficult to live her work 24 hours a 
day, but she wouldn’t change a thing. She says, “I walked away 
happily to start Bamswallow, and I’ve never looked back.” She 
credits her confidence to start this chapter of her life to North 
Shore. “North Shore allowed me to believe in my vision and to, 
indeed, Live and Serve. 1 learned there is nothing you can’t do.” 

As she spoke about her commitment to the wild birds, she 
paused and said, “I was just looking through my scope at an 
owl I released three years ago. We rescued him when he was 
five days old. Now he’s sitting up there cleaning himself. He’s 
free and wild and doing exactly what he’s supposed to be doing.” 
And that is satisfaction for Linda much deeper than she found 
sitting through business meetings. 


L inda Breuer ’69, a North Shore “lifer,” has reinvented 
herself several times since her student days. And yet 
she believes it is precisely because of her days as a 
North Shore student that she has had the confidence 
to tackle new roles over the years. Having studied to be an 
artist, Linda spent time painting before moving to preschool 
education, where she worked with abused children. In 1977 
she took on a new role in her family’s business. She began in 
the factory, eventually working her way up to president. She 
ultimately purchased the business and turned it around despite 
the skepticism of those who felt she lacked the necessary 
business background. According to Linda, it was her experiences 
and skills as an artist and a teacher that she relied on most to 
help her succeed. 

While she enjoyed the success of her business, she found her 
true passion volunteering to rehabilitate injured and orphaned 
birds. At one point she realized, “I didn’t want to sit through 
another business meeting. I was always looking out the window 
at birds.” Having realized her goals in the corporate world, she 
decided to sell her business to her employees and reinvent her¬ 
self yet again. 

In 1999 Linda founded Bamswallow, A Wild Bird Concern. As 
Director of Bamswallow, Linda works to rehabilitate injured 
and orphaned songbirds and raptors (owls, hawks and falcons) 
with the goal to restore them their freedom in the wild. 

On March 4th she led a Morning Ex. to share her passion with 
students, accompanied by some of her beloved winged creatures. 
Linda’s presentation was met with great enthusiasm from the 
students, who learned, for example, that baby songbirds must 
be fed every 15 to 20 minutes for a period of 12 hours each day. 
They also learned, surprisingly, that among raptors there is an 
80% mortality rate during their first year. For songbirds, the 
mortality rate is even higher. 


Linda’s business, which she runs out of her home clinic on five 
acres bordering a forest preserve in Lake County, Illinois, has 
her on-call around the clock. Bamswallow is a private facility 
that is state and federally licensed but entirely supported by 
private donations. Linda has developed a solid reputation 
among her peers, which has led to other agencies viewing her as 
a resource. In addition to caring for and tracking her own birds, 
she may receive emergency calls in the middle of the night, and 
she always rushes to aid in any way she can.

Wild birds are protected by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
but Linda says they face great adversity due to humans. It is 
loss of habitat and natural food supplies; collisions with cars, 
trucks, windows and airplanes; attacks by free-roaming pets; 
curious children; poison from lawn chemicals; shooting and 
trapping; cruelty; natural predation; and adverse weather condi¬ 
tions that bring birds to Bamswallow. 
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Annie Aggens ’88 Makes the Trek of a Lifetime to the North Pole 


A nnie Aggens ’88 has always had a thirst for adventure. 

While a college student, she spent a semester with 
NOLS, National Outdoor Leadership School. 
According to Annie, people leam more about 
themselves through an adventure expedition than 
they otherwise ever would. Following that experience, Annie 
became involved with NOLS as a program leader, running 
youth trips that included 50-day canoe expeditions into the 
sub-arctic of Canada. 

She later joined Northwest Passage, 
a Wilmette-based company that 
offers adventure-based trips . 
around the world. As part of her 
responsibility Annie led sea 
kayaking trips on the Isle of Crete 
as well as backpacking and canoe¬ 
ing trips from Canada to Belize. 

It was through Northwest Passage 
that Annie got involved in one of 
her most challenging expeditions 
- a trek to the North Pole which 
she led in April 2000. Annie 
visited North Shore in January to 
share the story of this adventure 
during an all-school Morning Ex. 5vveef success _ 

A veteran of Morning Ex., Annie Annie reaches the North Pole. 
knew just how to hold the attention of students ranging in age 
from 4-18, all of whom were fascinated by the idea of such a 
fantastic feat. 

Before such a trek can begin, Annie explained, participants 
need a practice run, or “shakedown” to determine whether they 
have the wherewithal for such a trip. In early February of 2000, 
the group scheduled to make the April trek headed to Canada’s 
Baffin Island, a region where the weather approximates that of 
the North Pole. In addition to setting up and breaking down 
camp, learning how to use insulated, layered clothing systems 
and cross-country skiing, the real test comes as each participant 
must jump through a hole cut in the frozen lake, climb out, 
and change into dry clothing before hypothermia sets in. Given 
the real risk of falling into an open lead (hole in the ice) during 
the expedition, surviving this simulation is crucial.

When Annie finally set out on the expedition, two participants 
had passed the training and were ready for the real thing along 
with Annie and another director. Annie’s group of four Americans 
joined a group of four Italians and a Swede at the Russian 
research camp, Borneo before 
heading off on the trek. 


The group faced a series of 
ongoing challenges throughout 
the 14-day trip. Once the 
expedition began, the team 
faced 14-hour days that 
began with breaking down 
their camp by 8:00 a.m., 
skiing by 10:00 a.m. (while 
pulling along a sled packed 
with 120 pounds of gear and 
food), breaking for lunch, 
and skiing another four or 
more hours before setting up 
camp for the night. All of this 
took place in temperatures 
ranging from 0 to -40 F, 
which presented another of 
the challenges: regulating 
body temperature. While Annie only wore three layers of clothing, 
a fact that surprised some of the students in the audience, her 
clothing system was sophisticated and designed specifically to 
provide warmth and ventilation. Annie described the constant 
process of adding and removing layers while she skied in an 
attempt to keep from getting too hot or too cold. Her ultimate 
goal was to make sure she didn’t perspire, as an accumulation 
of moisture would instantly freeze and ruin the insulating 
properties of the clothing.

With days full of physical activity, consuming enough calories 
proved another significant challenge for the team members. 
Annie recounted meals filled with such fat and calorie-filled 
foods as butter, bacon, and chocolate, which were necessary 
components of her diet to provide the roughly 6,000 calories 
per day that her body required.

Far too often adults underestimate the power of modeling for 
young people. Instead the tendency is to place too much focus 
on external measures such as test scores, grades, and athletic 
wins and losses, failing to realize that to be truly educated means 
much more. As I watched the faces of our 170 Upper School 
students on the evening of January 24, focused and rapt with 
attention, there was no question that Ms. Jordan’s message 
resonated with them. Their exposure to her, and to her commit¬ 
ment to finding solutions that will improve the world - one 
school at a time, one student at a time - moved them. She 
reached them because they related to her background. They are 
being given the same foundation of academic excellence, broad 
opportunities and personal attention that she values so strongly. 
What gives me confidence in the work of our school and others 
is that the students also related to the story of her life’s work, 
that of a well educated entrepreneur who chose an atypical path. 


















Middle School Scientists Place First 

in Regional Olympiad, Upper School Places Fourth 


M iddle School Science Olympians earned a first 
place for North Shore at the Regional Science 
Olympiad held at Northeastern Illinois University 
on Saturday, March 8th. This marks the fourth 
year in a row that middle school students have participated in 
the Olympiad, an intensive, day-long series of 23 events requiring 
skills from each of the science disciplines, including chemistry, 
physics, biology, earth science, and astronomy There are 37 
middle school students on the team, representing a third of the 
middle school enrollment.

They are by far the greatest thing that ever happened to 
me! Anyhow, very sorry I couldn’t make it to the reunion. I 
think much about NSCDS, my time there, and feel so very 
grateful to have had that experience, that education.”
